Species 5 shown in FIGURE 10. 
Further, an election of subspecies is required, between: 

Species 6 wherein the exfoliation device is an abrasive surface; . 

Species 7 wherein the exfoliation device is a brush; 
In addition to the above, a further election of subspecies is required, between: 

Species 8 shown in FIGURES 9 and 9a; and 

Species 9 shown in FIGURE 3 .
